The’ man 1s St Norman 
Brookes, who has retired as 
president of the Lawn Tennis 
Association of Australian, It was 
60 years almost to the day since 
he won the first of his three 
Wimbledon singles tournaments 
and began his 15 years’ domina- 
tion of the game. 

It was.29 years since he first 
became LTAA president and 
gradually mado himself czar of 
Australian tennis. 


Ho has had more critics, per- 
haps, than any other leader of 
sport in Australian history but 
even the most bitter of these 
“erltics have admitted that, he 
has had the courage of his con- 
victions and very often could 
justify his actions by results, 

He was the centre of a stormy 
controversy in 1953 when he 
was involved in breaking the 
Hoad-Rosewall doubles combina- 
tion in the Davis Cup. When the 
new pair were wiped from the 
court by. the Americans there 

The criticism waned abruptly, 
however, when Hoad and Rose- 
wall won the remaining two 
singles matches. next day and 
Australia retained the Cup. 

In 1905° Norman’ Brookes be- 
came the first “foreigner” ever 
to win the ‘Wimbeldon all- 
comers’ singles title, He won it 
again in 1907 and in 1914 and 
also took many other intcr- 
national tities. on

Wilding he won the Davis Cup 
for Australasia iin 1907 and 
they held it for four years) 
Wilding did not play ‘in 1912 
and the British Isles regained 
ft.
